adult living* Comprising one third of tha total tine alloted fcr the 
couxsi I tiis horn economics coapcnent inwolv^es the following uiiitas

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Thm Beq^uea Valley School tJlatrict Is located in eastern Laricaster 
County^ Pentieylvania* The diBtrlct is coaiipDSed of three tOTOShlps, 
Laacqck^ Paradise j and Sallfibury, The area Is basically s^ural and 
coQservatlve in nature. This 1b due partly to a large element of 
Amlah and Mejtmoiiita sectB, 

The school is a focal point of man^f cc^nmuriity aod social actiyltlaB 
The three \rillage8: ^radir*, IntercourBc, and. Gap are able to meet 
most of the general needs of the population. Noat of the outlying tergs 
have a small ganaral store stocklftg everything fvom groearlas to hard- 
ware. Families rely on outstde aro&s for olothing purchases and 
ppeclali^^ed imdieal care. 

Farmlag is one of the largest oeeupatlons In the area* No other 
large Indiistry is located within the diatrlat so many indlvldtials 
coDimute to nearby towns and to Laacaster to Induitrlal jobs. Hiere la 
a grovfiog tourist trade due to the Baangylv^ania Dutch attractions* This 
trade provides an abimdance of part-tlM aad sunttar Jobs for students, 

niei^ Is Indieatlon that miny students renain In the area after 
graduation, Of a high school population of approxlniately 65O la 
grades aine through twelve^ a'bQut 20 ^rceat of the graduating elasees 
go on to higher education* More thaii 80 percent of the graduating 
classefl of 1967 Md 1972 fouad their Initial eaploynoent vithin the 
ichool district or nearby area*. (10 '2) 

Currently the school dlstriet offers a traditional seleotlon of 
laajor subjects* In addition, the bualness and agrioulture dejartments 
Include vork experience opportunities in their programs, A snail 
number of students also take jart In a general vork escperlince program. 
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All of t4ieBe -prograina are well received by the etudents. 

Even thD-ugh the traditional curricula are well recriived by students^ 
teachers were Interafltad in additional courees that inlght help prepare 
the student to asoiiune a mora adaquata role In the local and outside 
comunlties in the future,. According to a survey of two past graduating 
classes (1967 '^91^) > the students indicated that school was the 
least helpful in preparing them for marriage and family affalrsj to 
conduct their own business^ to mm money wiaalyj and to take part in 
comaujnilty affairs,, (10,::2) 

Duriag the 1975-76 achool yaar several departmenta la the high 
school t^gan gathering information for the currigulum of a proposed 
course in prap&mtlon for adult living. Kie departinants working in this 
effort are home ecQriOTlcs^ social studies^ and buslnaas. Each depart- 
ment ¥ill develop a curriculum outline which eventually vill be incor» 
porat^d Into a team taijght eourse. Hie concept of this couree has the 
approval of the high school prlncipali John Klngi and the district 
saparlntandent^ Reginald Remley. 

Presently the ham econOTics^ husinees^ and social ^itudlas depart- 
ments teach courses indepandantly which somatimei overlap In subject 
matter. Through personal Infomal diacussion with students and teachers 
it has l)acoraie evidant that many of the same concepts are being covered 
In these areas . 

I%quea 1/alley Sohool District does not have departmant haads which 
makas the coordination of curricula difficiilt. Although the adjrainis- 
tratori are aware of the problem^^ no funds for department heads have 
beea aliocated. Smm of the problem caused by a lack of department 
heads could be reduced through the implementation of this course. Not 
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only would them subject inatter areaa bm IriYolved^ but other depar tmants 
such as physical education vouid b€ affected, and, thuu^ would add to 
tha overall fociis of the proposed course. 

PUBPOSE 

The bsi^ic purpoaa of this course la to graduate students fran 
Pequea Valley who are competent in dealiri^ with ocme of the practical 
mattarg faced by moot adultB . The empbnsle vlll be on practicality. 
The course Vflll be dealgMd to help th^ indivldiial bacomi a batter 
functioniog adult member of family and cMimunlty. This p^^per vflll be 
limited to an ovitllM of the home economies involYemant in this endeavor 

JUSTIFICAriON 

Tha basic reason for coordinating and iaplamantlng this effort is 
the felt need expressed by the students. Student need is foremost* 
A Joint effort by faculty maEQbars in tha mrlous subjaet matter areas 
vroiild ba more encompassing than that of one particular area in applying 
concepts from marriage and family affalrsj oonductlng family businesSj 
and comffiunity affaire, 

Any nav coiiree must meet the needs of the student and relate to 
the total school phlloeophy. Part of the Pequaa Valley High School 
Rillosophy statea thatj "Each student must be prepared psychologically 
to respect and recognise the importance of a happy family life as basic 
unit of our demooratiQ sociatyj must learn to he re sponsible members of 
hone J school^ and their chosen occupation^ c^raunltyi states and their 
vorld, (I3il00) A course of study fQcusii^ on thla aim from several 
disciplines should strengthen the implemeQtation of this goal. In 
other words a co\ir8a of study ehould have more Impact than a single 
class or cowBe. »

joint effort. 

Since home economics is an area exposed of five basic subject 
areas ^ it Is in a position to "be a base or coordinating resource, 
Ttachers of home economics are also experienced Integrators of materials 
from fflany areas due to the mv0.ti -face ted subject matter taught p 

All itudents are currently involved in fajailles. This streets 
that course materials applied to the fajnlly may be a beneficial and 
practical route. "The focus of Home EconOTics is family In its various 
forms. Fajmily is defined as a unit of intimate transacting and inter- 
dependent persons who share some values and goals^ responsibility for 
dacislons and resources and have committment to one another over 
time," (12a) 

A vicious cycle of poverty is started whan young ^ople in high 
school are forcad to make decleions prematurely about cganpleting school^ 
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Gfxrly mru'rlage^ work, and puranthood. (7) ThoBe living in noiwiatro-^ 
politan araas have a ik.k percent incidence of poverty conparad to a 
10,2 percent incidence in inetropolitan areaG, (2) *'Poverty^ no matter 
how it beginsj if it is permitted to paralst for a significant period^ 
has its affects on poor people that^ in turn^ tend to iteep them poor. 
Thus once people are poor^ it takes Bustained interventlori on maay 
fronts to return them to the ranks of the non-poor, (10:65) In toe 
Pequea Valley School District^ almost 20 percent of all children tinder 
the age of iB are poor. This is a rate of two times the rate of either 
ftnnsylvania or Unaast^r Coujity . (1U-51) Children who spena saany of 
their' early years in poverty often start their lives with handicaps, 
both physical and educational ^ which in turn be come 1 part of the cycle 
of poverty. The aaan family incomes of District in I97O vera all below 
the state and county levels* (lU:48) 

There is a higher pereantaga of children living in poor houiln^ 
and homes lacking plumbing In the school district than in the county* 
Part of this niay be attributed to the Amieh culture which doai not have 
plumbing and the families traditionally have been larger than thf mean 
of their coMaunitles. 

In the last ten years inany individuals have expressed a concern for 
the future, tony feel we are on the brink of a new kind of society^ but 
no one knows exactly what kind, As part of the educational process^ 
students need to recognize the possibilities for the future and their 
part in making changes and coplrig with them. One philosophical view of 
our educational system focuses on the future and the preparation pf 
students to meet the challenge, Although not all agree with this, this 
is the basis on which this coi^se is formulated. 
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Aucordlng to Carlifred Urr^cieriijk^ ' social change connlatB of 
individual and family deciHions to fdvlft b^havlorB." (ill?) Ae the 
world becomeo more complex the altarnatlvaB in life Increaoe. In the 
future wa will need to invent mor^ altarnativee to deal with the 
emerging condltiono. ManV graduatas from high school are unsure of 
what they wlii do after graduation. It would be helpful and beneficial 
to etudents to Isarn how to explore and rationally evaluAite alternative 
lif??-styiao as well as ijev poBBlbilitias 0|3en to them of which they may 
not be aware 

Dr. Louis Rubin Bays that the r^otestant Ethic is dead, A new 
scheme of values Is comiag into play. We need to teach the young some 
system of defining valuee In their lives. (5) 

In this regard^ Somerville states s 

Knowledge of the roles people have played in family 
draaai through time and in different societies^ the 
new roles and values that are emerging or becOTing 
wideipraadi and the societal sources and consaquenQes 
of these change s in roles and values ia a first step 
for IndividualB who want a basis for making choices 
in faiQlly life. We live in an era of unprecedented 
searching for meaning and guldanee* Never before in 
western societies has there been b© much freedom for 
so many people to choose varying solutions to the 
problems of living* (9t3cvl) 

Ninety-four percent of all Americans marry. Many individuals 
marry within five years of graduation from high schools Research has 
shown repeatedly that the earlier the marriage the greater the chance 
of failure. (li^,;229) An awareness of possible trouble areas In marriage 
may be of help in resolving or preventing marital unhappiness. 

Education for parenthood has received wide acclaim in the past few 
years. It is generally felt that the yotmg are not being well prepared 
to face the challenges of being parents* Elghty«five percent of all 
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AmfjrJfMiui utarry Miid have oiw child or more* Buim? prepnr'itlon for thu 
r<3s pQnolbllitleii of pareri thoud neaclB tu ha u^du * Children are am af 
our moot vniuai^ie x't'uourc€m.

for a ffmiily on an Iritermediate budget and $9,735 for a family on a low 
bud^^ut* (6) Youjig people "pnter marriage with icleaf4 about npending and 
nnvln^^ UBlng and preserving developed by living In an affluent eoeietjr. 
The relatively lov InconieB of young mHrrir imxy present a 'taachable 
tnomerit* for management*" (7*6) 

It lo not common for young people to take ixn active part in their 
cpinmuJQlty, Young fiiniilies are often snld to he outside the mainstream 
of the community life* They fippear not to be parti cularly interested 
in becoming ao. (7^3) Lancaster County has a wide ranga of community 
servicen and organlEatlons available. Many fuatliee are unaware of thaa^ 
services or how to uae them. Ptxrt of the education of the young shouldl 
b(5 in how to locate^ use j and participate in tha egmmunity in which they 
liva. A basic aim of education is to improve the quality of life of the 
individual, 'fhe high school^ the community, and Ite reaourceB contribute 
to the quality of life of its inhabitants.
